8ST. PETERSBURGH, May 12. 

The iron works at Alexandrofski afford ano- 
ther proof of the great advance Russia is now 
making inevery description of manufacture, and 
of the patronage the Government extends to all 
foreigners who introduce any tranch of industry 
that is likely to promote the welfare of the coun- 
try. The works are about six miles from St. 
Petersburgh on the Archangel road, near the 
banks of the Neva, and in the midst of a forest, 
so that there is every convenience for water- 
carriage and abundance of fuel. I cannot say 
much in favour of this part of the environs of 
St. Petersburgh. On be the capital all 
traces of grandeur are lost, the country remains 
nearly in its primitive state of morass and forest, 
and the hovels on the banks of the Neva are 
miserable; but in this dreary region have risen 
as it were by enchantment within three years, 
not only a succession of extensive works, bug a 
considerable village; the whole was completed 
under the direction of Mr. C ——,an English 
gentleman of great experience, and who has 
the entire management of all the Government 
foundries and iron-works; an Englishman is 
likewise at the head of each department, bat 
the workmen are exclusively native. I was 
much pleased with the arrangement of these 
works, but more surprised at the skill of the 
Russian workmen. A variety of machines are 
manufactured here for the use of the Govern- 
ment; steam-engines in particular. [| saw one 
that was just completed for a vessel dt Odessa, 
the workmanship was quite equal to any thing 
of the sort in England, but unfortunately a ques- 
tion has arisen as to the conveyance of this 
ponderous machine to the place of destination; 
some contractors have asked 50,000 rubles or 
more than 2,000/. for land carsiage, but the Go- 
vernment, objecting to these terms, intend send- 


the many evils of an extensive empiie, and the 
scarcity of fuel ia the South, is an obstacle to 
the establishment of foundries in that quarter. 
It may be worthy of remark that besides the 
steam-engines now making at these works, Mr. 
Baird, of St. Petersburgh, is engaged in the 
construction of five of 100 horse power each, 
for vessels in the Black Sea. Several hydraulic 
machines, for the compression of hay, have 
lhkewise been ordered at these works; one was 
just finished at the time of my visiting. By these 
machines the bulk of the hay is increditly re- 
duced, and I hear they are to be extensively 
used in the ensuing campaign, though the con- 
veyance of each machine to Odessa costs 800/. ; 
ninety-seven horses, and a corresponding num- 
ber of sledges, were required to move the one 
receatly finished from the foundry.

God only knows when 
this scourge will cease its ravages. In the mean 
time, our corporation performs evety thing de- 
pending on it, in assisting the indigent sick.— 
They have appointed physicians who render 
their services gratis, in each district; they have 
also appointed apothecaries to furnish + ines, 
and also committees to raise funds by subscrip- 
tion. Among the unfortunate deceased, there 
are many more Mexican-Spaniards than people 
from the Northern states. 

A friend who visited the Spanish camp yesater- 
day, reports, that the troops enjoy good health. 
They are awaiting the answer of the Captain 
General of Cuba, to a letter directed to him by 
the Commander of these troops two days after 
their arrival at the Balize. The ship Bingham, 
in which they came, is not able to proceed on 
her voyage. The Spaniards must stay here un- 
til they reteive transports from Havana. 


We informed that a man, who is stated to 
be a native of Ireland, whose name we have not
